The George Washington University will dedicate its design-award-winning 
arts building as the Robert H. and Clarice Smith Hall of Art at ceremonies at 
11:30 a.m. Thursday, Oct. 20. The hall of art is located at 22nd and H Streets, 

N.W. 


Brief remarks will be given by President Lloyd H. Elliott and Chairman 
Lilien F. Robinson of the Art Department, and a small plaque will be unveiled 
to officially name the building and honor the donors. 

Designed by WKR Inc., of Alexandria, Va., the arts building consolidates 
the university’s art programs into a modern facility which features outdoor 
work space for the major studios. In addition to art offices and a conference 
center, the building includes classrooms and studio facilities for a number of 
arts disciplines, including graphics design, photography, sculpture and ceramics, 
painting and drawing, art history, etching and lithography, and serigraphy. 

The arts building can serve approximately 400 students at any one time. 
Outdoor terraces are available for visual communications, sculpture, ceramics, 
painting and drawing.

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JOHN W. DIXON ELECTED TO GW BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- E-Systems Chairman and Chief Executive Officer 
John W. Dixon yesterday was elected to the Board of Trustees of 
The George Washington University. Dixon received an AB degree 
in foreign affairs in 1949 from GW, where he was Phi Beta Kappa 
and elected to the order of ARTUS. In 1981, he received the 
Alumni Achievement Award from the university. 

Dixon received an MA degree in economics from the 
University of Miami in 1951 and then joined the Southern District 
of the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics at Atlanta, Georgia, as a 
labor economist. A year later he became an associate professor 
of economics at Mississippi Southern College. 

In 1953, Dixon joined the Convair Division of General 
Dynamics Corporation. Eight years later, he became Deputy 
Controller, Director of Systems Planning, Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of Defense (Controller), Department of Defense. 
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He joined Ling-Temco-Vought, Inc., in 1962, and 
served in several corporate executive positions before being 
named chairman of the board and president of LTV Electrosystems, 
Inc., in 1969. The company subsequently became E-Systems in 
mid-1972, an independent, publicly held corporation listed ESY 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 

Now ranked 355 in sales volume for 1982 in the Fortune 500, 
Dallas-based E-Systems is the nation's largest developer of 
electronic warfare systems. The company, with eight divisions 
and two subsidiaries, has about 13,000 employees. 

Dixon was born March 12, 1920, in Lexington, Kentucky. 

He graduated from Withrow High School in Cincinnati in 1937, 
and entered the U.S. Army as a private in 1941. He received 
a commission in 1943 and was discharged as a first lieutenant 
in 1946, after serving two-and-a-half years in the European 
Theater of Operations during World War II. Dixon has since 
been elected to the Infantry School Hall of Fame, Fort Benning, 
Georgia.

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GW TO STUDY POTENTIAL RELATIONSHIP 
WITH AMERICAN MEDICAL INTERNATIONAL 


WASHINGTON, D.C.--The George Washington University and American 
Medical International (NYSE, London Stock Exchange—AMI) announced 
today that they will study jointly a possible relationship for the 
operation of The George Washington University Hospital by AMI, one 
of the nation's largest investor-owned hospital management companies. 
Trustees of the University authorized the exploratory discussion in 
a Board meeting held here Thursday, Oct. 20. 

"Our potential relationship with AMI would be based on GW's 
commitment to maintaining the highest quality facilities for medical 
education, research, and patient care and on the AMI desire to have 
a major teaching and research hospital as a flagship facility in 
the nation's capital," said Dr. Ronald P. Kaufman, University Vice 
President and Executive Dean of the GW Medical Center. 

Significant infusion of capital investment over time is required 
to achieve the hospital's goals, and AMI would draw on its financial 
strengths to provide the funds required. If the study proves 
promising, AMI could own or manage the University Hospital under a 
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long-term lease or purchase agreement. The University Medical 
School would continue to use the facility as its primary teaching 
hospital. 

"We have always believed that the work of this nation's 
university teaching hospitals is a pivotal reason why the U.S. 
health care system is the finest in the world," said AMI Chief 
Executive Officer Royce Diener. "For some time, we at AMI have 
considered ways through which we can more broadly support and 
sustain the work of the university hospitals. Our exploratory 
study with George Washington University—and the potential 
relationship which may come from it—is one valid means of bringing 
our financial and managerial resources to the support of an excellent 
medical teaching facility as it plans for the future." 

GW would continue full operation of the School of Medicine and 
Health Sciences, with 600 medical students, 300 allied health students, 
and 360 residents in graduate medical education. 

The Board of Trustees of the University voted to explore this 
potential relationship with AMI because of changing federal policy 
regarding health care reimbursements, because of the necessity to 
provide for immediate and longer-term capital needs, and to ensure 
the best possible facilities for the University's Medical School. 

Both parties agree that a successful joint venture would need 
to make available the most up-to-date health care technology, 
provide for short-term capital improvements, and address the longer- 
term building and equipment requirements. 
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Evaluation and feasibility studies will begin shortly and 
will continue for several months. The University is seeking a 
foundation grant to study conversion to this new relationship. 

AMI, headquartered in Los Angeles, owns, operates and develops 
hospitals throughout the world and develops health care support 
services in more than 500 communities. The firm has an active 
program of hospital development and construction for adding new 
services and technologies to existing facilities. 

The George Washington University Hospital is a 511-bed acute 
care facility with 165,000 patient care days annually; 43,000 
emergency visits annually; and a staff of 250 full-time physicians 
and 500 nurses.
